Construction  of  the  third  and  fourth 
buildings  for  the  new  campus  is  under 
way.  Groundbreaking  ceremonies  were 
held  Friday  morning  April  10,  at  9:00 
a.m.  The  two  buildings,  costing  a total 
of  $1,250,000  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
in  January,  1965. 

The  major  contract  for  the  building 
was  awarded  to  the  Bob  Eldridge  Con- 
struction Company  under  the  terms  of 
the  Federal  Housing  and  Home  Agency. 
The  federal  agency  has  granted  a loan 
of  $1,081,000  toward  construction  costs; 
the  loan  will  be  self-amortized  over  a 
forty-year  period.

The  students  seeking  baccalaureate- 
level  preparation  for  nursing  share  with 
students  majoring  in  other  fields  all  of 
the  general  advantages  of  college  educa- 
tion and  participate  in  the  cultural  and 
social  activities  of  the  campus.  The 
schedule  of  a student  majoring  in  nurs- 
ing follows  the  college  schedule  of  vaca- 
tion and  holidays.  Student  government, 
campus  clubs,  the  college  newspaper  are 
as  much  of  an  interest  to  the  student  in 
nursing  as  they  are  for  any  other  stu- 
dent enrolled  in  the  college.

Instruction  throughout  the  four  years 
— in  the  arts,  sciences,  nursing,  and 
related  subjects  — is  given  by  faculty 
members  of  the  college.  Non-nursing 
courses  contribute  not  only  to  the  per- 
sonal development  of  the  student  but 
also  to  the  essence  of  nursing  knowledge 
itself.  Much  of  the  knowledge  needed 
to  fulfill  the  objectives  of  the  nursing 
courses  has  its  foundation  in  the  physical 
and  behavioral  sciences. 

Avila  College  makes  arrangements 
with  various  hospitals  and  agencies  in 
the  Greater  Kansas  City  area  to  provide 
facilities  for  student  experience  in  nurs- 
ing. At  the  present  time,  Avila  College 
has  agreements  with  the  following  hospi- 
tals and  agencies:  Clay  County  Health 
Department,  Greater  Kansas  City  Mental 
Health  Foundation,  Jackson  County 
Health  Department,  Kansas  City  Health 
Department,  St.  Joseph  Hospital,  Jewish 
Community  Center,  Marillac  School,  and 
Crippled  Children’s  Services. 

Graduates  of  this  program  are  eligible 
for  licensure  as  registered  professional 
nurses  after  they  have  successfully 
passed  the  Missouri  State  Board  of 
Nursing  Examinations.  Any  person  who 
holds  a license  to  practice  as  registered 
professional  nurse  has  the  privilege  of 
using  the  title  “Registered  Nurse”  or 
the  abbreviation  of  R.  N.  after  her  name. 

Many  responsible  jobs  in  nursing  re- 
quire a bachelor’s  or  a higher  degree  not 
for  the  sake  of  the  degree  — but  rather 
for  the  competence  in  nursing  and  the 
creative  intelligence  that  it  signifies.

their  major  in  any  field  of  study  offered 
by  the  college.  Awards  are  given  to 
students  scoring  highest  in  examinations 
administered  by  the  college.  This  year, 
40  students  competed  for  the  scholar- 
ships. Examinations  were  held  on  Feb. 
29. 

It  is,  of  course,  largely  by  the  extent 
of  the  support  accorded  to  a college  by  its 
own  graduates  that  the  world  judges  of 
the  right  of  that  college  to  seek  coopera- 
tion of  others  in  planning  for  the  future. 
An  institution  that  cannot  rally  to  its 
financial  assistance  the  students  who 
have  taken  its  degrees  and  whose  di- 
ploma is  their  passport  into  the  world 
is  in  a poor  position  to  ask  assistance 
from  others.  It  is  not  merely  what  these 
people  give;  it  is  the  fact  that  they  do 
give  that  is  of  supreme  importance.

Perkins  Analyzes  Foreign  Policy 


‘•American  Foreign  Policy:  1964”  was 
the  theme  of  an  address  delivered  by  Dr. 
Dexter  Perkins,  noted  author  and  his- 
torian, to  a convocation  of  Avila  students 
and  faculty  on  March  23. 

Ranging  over  a broad  spectrum  of 
international  events,  Dr.  Perkins  first 
outlined  the  traditional  system  of  al- 
liances made  by  the  West  and  by  the 
Communist  block  and  then  described  this 
system  as  “gradually  eroding.”  It  is  his 
belief  that  this  erosion  accounts  for  the 
decrease  of  tension  in  relations  between 
the  United  States  and  Soviet  Union. 

As  evidence  of  this  erosion,  Dr.  Per- 
kins cited  the  October,  1962  confronta- 
tion with  Russia  over  Soviet  military 
personnel  and  weapons  in  Cuba,  describ- 
ing the  late  President  Kennedy’s  success 
as  “the  moment  of  truth  in  international 
relations  in  our  own  time.” 

Also  evidence  of  the  decline  of  the 
Communist  monolith,  according  to  Dr. 
Perkins,  are  the  “rift  between  Com- 
munist China  and  the  Soviet  Union,” 
and  increasing  tolerance  of  religious 
activities  and  of  some  aspects  of  in- 
dividual freedom  in  Yugoslavia,  Poland, 
and  Hungary. 

Encouraging  signs  of  diminishing  ten- 
sion, the  historian  said,  are  the  recently 
ratified  nuclear  test  ban  treaty,  the  “hot- 
line” between  Washington  and  Moscow, 
and  the  significant  trip  the  Soviet  pre- 
mier made  to  the  United  States  recently. 
This  encouragement  should  not  lead  us 
to  a reduction  of  our  physical  power, 
however,  for  “we  cannot  exclude  the 
possibility  of  a new  confrontation.” 

Dr.  Perkins  concluded  his  address  with 
a message  of  hope,  contending  that  “the

tide  is  running  toward  avoidance  of  a 
major  war;  further,  we  may  be  reason- 
ably certain  that  a crisis  would  reassert 
the  unity  of  the  West  ...  I do  not  think 
you  are  living  in  a gloomy  world;  I 
think  you  are  living  in  a world  of  hope 
and  you  are  each  responsible  to  help 
make  it  so.”
